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Senate Bill Adds New Section Dangerous Drugs Law 


State Senator Walter Stiern, CVMA 
member from Kern County, introduced Senate 
Bill No. 1357 April 19, 1961. has been 
approved the Legislature and signed the 
Governor, and reads follows: 

act add Section 4226.5 the Business and 
Professions Code, relating dangerous drugs. 
The people the State California enact 

follows: 

Section Section 4226.5 added the Business 
and Professions Code, read: 

4226.5. In order to provide a physician and surgeon, 
a dentist, a podiatrist, or a veterinarian with hyp- 
notic drugs for administration to patients in accord- 
ance with Sections 4213, 4216, and 4226, licensed 
pharmacy, licensed wholesaler, licensed 
manufacturer drugs, may furnish hypnotic drugs 
such practitioner upon receipt order giving 
the date, address, license classification, and name of 
the practitioner; the name, type, strength, and 
quantity of the hypnotic drug so ordered; and the 
words: “For Administration to Immediate Needs of 
Such order shall signed the prac- 
titioner and shall be placed in a separate file in the 
pharmacy or by the wholesaler or manufacturer as 
a record of the drugs so furnished. 


This bill will add new section the danger- 
ous drugs law. The new section will provide 
means for physicians, dentists, podiatrists, 
and veterinarians obtain hypnotic drugs 
for administration the immediate needs 
their patients. 

The dangerous drugs law presently provides 
follows section 4226: 

This article does not require license 
from and shall not apply interfere 


with physician, dentist, chiropodist, 
veterinarian administering hypnotic 
drugs his own patients. Such hypnotic 
drugs shall administered only the 
physician, dentist, chiropodist veteri- 


This section does not provide means 
whereby the practitioner can obtain the drugs 
which the law says may administer with- 
out interference. result some practi- 
tioners have found necessary obtain 
hypnotic drug license order obtain drugs 
for administration the immediate needs 
their patients. The fee for hypnotic drug 
license $10 per year. 


1357 will allow practitioners purchase 
hypnotic drugs for administration the im- 
mediate needs their patients from licensed 
pharmacies, licensed wholesalers, and licensed 
manufacturers. means licensed 
the Board Pharmacy. The practitioner will 
fill out the order form specified the bill and 
copy the order form will retained 
special file the seller. 


The bill copied from existing regula- 
tion the Board Pharmacy with two 
changes. The bill adds wholesalers and manu- 
facturers the list sellers from whom 
practitioners may purchase hypnotic drugs. 
And the bill will require the signature the 
practictioner the order form. This last 
change was suggested the Phar- 
macy,

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Feedlot Veterinary 
RICHARD HOADLEY, D.V.M. 


Practitioner, Indio 


The title this address, Feedlot Veterinary 
Management little misleading; would 
better called the veterinarians’ responsibil- 
ities feedlot management member 
the management team. thought the best way 
present this outline the responsibilities 
the veterinarian feedlot management, 
then dwell briefly each phase these 
responsibilities. 

First, might say that the greater part 
experience has been with the large com- 
mercial feedlot operation—that ships and re- 
ceives cattle every week the year. The man- 
agement problems this type operation 
tend differ from the smaller lot that the 
management procedures are less flexible, but 
course the disease problems are similar. 

The essential function the veterinarian 
the feedlot management team relieve 
the management certain responsibilities, 
and act consultant. 

The responsibilities the veterinarian 
feedlot management, would outline them, 
are: Disease prevention; disease control; hospi- 
tal management; purchasing agent; nutritional 
consultant; and advisor salvage through 
slaughter. First, disease prevention. Actually, 
there little the veterinarian the feedlot 
destination can total disease preven- 
tion, the chain events effective disease 
prevention must course started the 
point origin. Cattle continue handled 
transit almost non-perishable items, and 
are gathered for shipment under adverse con- 
ditions, and exposed disease and stress 
while being prepared for shipment that 
the time they arrive the yard they are 
already disease state the disease process 
has started. This usually too late for really 
effective disease prevention, preventive 
vaccination. Although other methods than vac- 
cination have been tried prevent abort 
disease, experience they are ineffective. 
The veterinarian’s responsibility here should 
encourage proper handling during prep- 
aration for shipment and enroute. 

Disease control boils down the fact that 
disease controlled cutting out the af- 
fected animals, hospitalizing them, and treat- 
ing them individually. far the feed 
medication concerned, consider ineffec- 
tive for treatment control acute disease. 
order medicate the feed must 
simulate that are dosing each animal 
individually order for him receive 
effective dose. Newly arrived animals, 
which acute disease generally occurs, are eat- 
ing sparingly and haphazardly, and course

the affected animal which needs the medica- 
tion scarcely eating all. 

Some the antibiotics advocated feed 
additives are not proven for oral use the 
ruminant. And course there the limiting 
factor giving effective does the feed 
both from the standpoint economics and 
unpalatibility. Along this same line might 
comment drinking water medication. This 
possibly more effective way medicate 
herd basis, but here the limiting factors 
simulating individual dose also enter in, 
and most the feedlots impracticality en- 
ters because continuous water supply, 
well the factor cost. Economics are 
great factor feedlot management, and often 
less costly live with disease than 
all out trying control it; especially the 
control methods are not fully effective. 
example how this factor economics would 
apply drinking water medication is: 
say have pen 100 500-pound animals 
and want medicate them with mixed 
sulfonamide solution supply, what con- 
sider very minimum 24-hour intake, 
grain sulfonamides per pound body 
weight. Using mark price these 
solutions currently the market, would 
cost about $200 for five-day medication for 
these 100 head, per head. This 
out line this type treatment were 
100 percent effective anywhere near it, but 
the fact remains that even with this medica- 
tion there will still certain percentage 
the animals culled out for individual treat- 
ment. And then have all those problems 
attendant with the mechanics administering 
this form medication. The feedlot operator 
would rather take his chances individual 
treatment than tack charge per head 
for disease control measure that only 
partly effective. 

The veterinarian’s responsibility disease 
control then see that affected animals are 
removed promptly from the pens the hos- 
pital for treatment, and that they are treated 
effectively. Here, competent lay help detect 
diseased animals promptly great asset 
effective disease control. program for con- 
sistency re-treating affected animals ne- 
cessary for success treatment. 

hospital management the veterinarian 
should identify the treated animals. use 
auction tag one ear for identification for 
re-treat purposes, and metal tag the other 
ear for permanent identification. use 
fessional Printing Co. single animal 
record cards, and card used for each 
mal treated. This identification 
evaluate treatments and recoveries, and also 
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for statistical purposes computing mor- 
pidity and mortality. Also, daily, turn into 
the management, proper form, the num- 
ber treatments and diagnosis, and report 
deaths and the cause death. 


The item the veterinarian acting pur- 
chasing agent self explanatory. The veteri- 
narian through his knowledge and contacts can 
purchase for supply the feedlot with animal 
health products suited their needs 
competitive price. 

The role the veterinarian nutritional 
consultant essentially advise the manage- 
ment feed additives and ration components 
they relate animal health. The field 
nutrition and animal health often overlap, 
and here the veterinarian 
work closely together. 


The final part the outline, advisor 
salvage through slaughter, more important 
than might seem. Animals which for various 
reasons cannot finish the fattening period are 
identified the veterinarian and the manage- 
ment informed that these animals may 
shipped. 

Now, what benefits does veterinary-ad- 
ministered animal health program have 
offer the feedlot? This particularly difficult 
answer from dollars and cents standpoint. 
The feedlot industry relatively young and 
far the only measure the feedlot operator 
has the cost disease what spends 
for drugs and the number dead animals. 
far, very little has been done the effect 
disease weight gains. Unlike the feedlot, 
the dairy industry can measure its progress 
constant basis through butterfat produc- 
tion and calving interval. The feedlot operator 
can only estimate what his animals are doing 
until they are actually slaughtered. order 
for the feedlot have idea its disease 
problem and cost, accurate morbidity and 
mortality statistics must kept. 

From what have observed there little 
uniformity accuracy, except where vet- 
erinarian involved, the feedlot industry 
compiling these statistics. The average feedlot 
operator, again except where veterinarian 
involved, knows much less about his morbidity 
and mortality than does about his weight 
gains and feed conversion; yet animal health 
one the more important phases his 
operation. hope that time goes more 
accurate statistics will compiled, then the 
veterinary profession will more able 
out the benefits professional pro- 
gram. 

The first step compiling statistics 
establish basis for computing population. 
compute feedlot population suggest that 
the number the animals the lot the 
first the year determined, then all the in- 
shipments for the year added this num- 
ber. The sum this would the population 
for the year against which morbidity and mor- 
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tality statistics would compiled. For pur- 
poses mortality the feedlot operator isn’t 
interested the mortality the affected 
animals, but rather the mortality against 
the lot cattle affected. Thus, feedlot dis- 
eases when refer disease having 
certain percentage mortality, don’t refer 
the number affected animals that die, but 
rather the percent against the entire lot 
animals. 

Some average statistics that might apply 
veterinary administered program are: These 
are computed for population determined 
described above. 

bidity percent for incoming cattle; 
yard mortality .35 percent; treat- 
ment mortality 3.5 percent. 

These averages apply more the large com- 
mercial California feedlot. California being 
somewhat the end the line far 
distance concerned for receiving feeder 
cattle may somewhat aggravate the disease 
picture. Feedlots other states closer the 
supply feeder cattle may not have the same 
incidence. California course deficient 
feeder cattle production, and the long distances 
these cattle are received from, subjects them 
the stresses long hauls and climatic 
change. recent years cattle are coming 
younger age than previously and therefore 
are more susceptible disease. All these fac- 
tors, and many others affect the feedlot’s mor- 
bidity and mortality statistics. 


often asked, how does the veterinarian 
get into feedlot practice more than just 
fire alarm basis. There single answer 
this. Feedlot practice something spe- 
ciality, and other phases animal pro- 
duction the feedlot operator wants veteri- 
narian versed feedlot cattle and diseases. 
course then, the first requirement that 
the veterinarian has gain additional experi- 
ence feedlot diseases. 


The schools are unable offer this addi- 
tional experience, but possibly the feedlot in- 
dustry itself can assist veterinarians getting 
additional training. example, the Coach- 
ella Valley Feed Yard has agreed employ 
graduating veterinarian each year, addi- 
tion the resident veterinarian, for what 
might better termed residency training 
rather than internship. Possibly other veteri- 
narians associated with the feedlot industry 
can induce operators institute this type 
employment. 

not suggesting that recent graduates 
should seek employment feedlots that have 
veterinary service just gain experience. 
program like this will only succeed there 
senior veterinarian attendance prop- 
erly supervise it. 

believe that feedlot that receives twenty

January 14, 1961, Dr. Walker, Jr., 
opened new small animal hospital 925 
North Broadway Escondido, Calif. Dr. 
Walker has confined his practice large 
animals for the past six years, but prior 
that built and operated the Escondido Veteri- 
nary Hospital. The new building was designed 
Dr. Walker with the help general con- 
tractor. Named the Walker Animal Hospital 
staffed Dr. Eugene Adkins, ‘58, 
receptionist and kennel man. 


The exterior the building driftwood 
gray bat and board with charcoal trim. 
client bringing his pet parks under the shade 
giant pecan tree, crosses patio pebble- 
crete, and enters the hospital under covered 
walkway. large-animal client may park 
near the covered loading-zone and enter the 
large animal pharmacy the same time. The 
combination office-waiting room paneled 
ash with vinyl cork tile floor. Colorful 
draperies and simple washable furnishings 
white and gold, accented with well-chosen 
accessories, gives the pet-owner good “first 
impression.” swinging-half-door divides the 
room and the entire office built-in the 
ash with white and gold formica covering the 
counter tops. 

Unusual features the building are visit- 
ing room and isolation runs. The visiting room 
small room the front the building 
where client may visit hospitalized pet 
without interrupting hospital routine. Two 
outside runs are provided off the isolation 
ward. These runs are the opposite side 
the building from the main runs. This allows 
safety from spread disease, and gives the 
sick dog chance for exercise, fresh air, and 
sunshine. 

Snyder formica kennels were used. There 
are sixteen cages each ward, five the 
grooming room and two receiving cages 
the front the hall. One these has 
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heated floor and used for surgical recovery. 
The isolation ward has sink, large counter, 
cabinet, addition outside runs. Hospital 
cases are treated area off the hall op- 
posite the wards. Each room, including the 
wards, has stainless steel sink storage 
cabinet. The kitchen has combination sink, 
refrigerator, and stove unit which includes 
garbage disposal. 

Dr. Walker may park his car the loading 
area car port and enter either his private 
office the large animal pharmacy without 
interrupting hospital activities.

California Mastitis Test 


Mastitis, the broadest sense the term, 
encompasses every situation leading in- 
flammatory response the milking secreting 
gland. Since the early part the decade 1930- 
40, the trend has been consider mastitis 
primarily infectious etiology and control 
programs most the U.S.A. and other 
parts the world have centered around the 
isolation and identification pathogenic bac- 
teria such as, streptococci, staphylococci, pseu- 
domonads, coliform organisms and other 
commonly occurring bacteria.

Rutgers Study Shows Ethanol Increases 
Rate Ruminant Cellulose Digestion* 


Ethyl alcohol feed additive for rumi- 
nant animals increased the rate cellulose 
digestion and improved urea nitrogen reten- 
tion experiments conducted the Rutgers 
University College Agriculture. The basic 
research Werner Jacobsen was aimed 
determining the nutritional significance 
small amounts ethanol (ethyl alcohol) 
liquid supplement for ruminants. 


Jacobsen’s report states that increase 
cellulose digestion was observed when ethanol 
and urea were both added artificial 
rumen fermenting system. Ethanol achieved 
this faster cellulose digestion speeding 
the bacterial growth cycle. Ethanol and urea, 
working together, increased cellulose digestion 
beyond the additive effect each the two 
materials. 


Ethyl alcohol, hydrogen donor, aids 
metabolism rumen microorganisms low- 
ering the oxidation-reduction potential.

Certainly seems 
applicable the current interest repopula- 
tion ranches with “Specific Pathogen-Free” 
swine, sometimes referred “disease-free” 
swine. 


Such stock produced relatively new 
technique swine disease control has been 
available scientists for some time and has 
demonstrated that certain serious diseases 
swine can eliminated from experimental 
droves. These pigs are obtained hysterec- 
tomy and allowed develop disease-free 
environment for the first few weeks life. 
They complete their development isolation 
and remain segregated from the general swine 
population. 


Potentially, this method immense value 
the several swine diseases and 
possibly the eventual eradication these 
diseases. However, the technique has not been 
employed extensively nor long enough under 
farm conditions answer number ques- 
tions real importance the practical- 
minded swine raiser. 


Background 


The hysterectomy technique the control 
swine diseases was developed Dr. George 
Young the Hormel Institute Austin, 
Minnesota. Dr. Young now the University 
Nebraska where carrying his work. 


Minnesota has granted six licenses for the 
production S.P.F., S.P.D.S., and licenses can 
revoked when facilities and production 
S.P.D.S. not meet the standards set the 
committee. 


Other than the special technique and equip- 
ment required produce the pigs, does not 
require special equipment and personnel 
maintain such herd organized program 
followed. 


Obtain Aseptic Pigs. These pigs would 
obtained from good breeding stocks 
hysterectomy, and handled directed when 
licenses are issued. 

Rear Pigs Isolation. Pigs would 
housed individual isolation units from birth 
hysterectomy until one week old. During 
this period they would fed cow’s milk 
modified addition egg, vitamins, and 
minerals. From one week until four weeks 
isolation brooders. They would adapted 
eating solid feed during this period.

Ordinary rearing 
methods are used except that new stock 
other than “disease-free” stock introduced. 
Direct indirect contact with other swine 
must avoided the farmer. 


Resuming Normal Birth. The swine are 
kept and used brood stock. Precautions 
avoid the introduction diseases are con- 
tinued. All replacements, gilts boars, come 
from pig laboratories from other 
herds. 


When S.P.F. herd established 
farm, using precautionary measures main- 
tain S.P.F. herd, there good evidence that 
procuring pigs hysterectomy will break the 
chain virus pig pneumonia 
rhinitis. Both these diseases can detected 
pathological examination the lungs and 
snouts percentage each pig crop the 
time slaughter. far this has been estab- 
lished 100 Iowa herds for two years and 
the experimental swine herd Kansas State 
for five-year period. 

these two diseases might added swine 
dysentery, T.G.E., external parasites, and cer- 
tain nonspecific enteritis conditions. However, 
the cases these diseases the evidence 
largely clinical. 

would expect the practical-minded hog 
raiser object the method producing 
S.P.F. pigs, when the techniques and detailed 
procedures are outlined. However, you de- 
scribe the cost producing, the benefits de- 
rived eliminating diseases and improving 
feed conversion, then would more likely 
find practical.
